Whereas We arecredibly given to vnderitand afweli bythe humble Supplication and Petition of one Religious Phil/otheor a Gre= 

cian, and Procurator generall of the Couent of the koly Crofle of Golgotha in Icruſalem , ſituate inthe very ſame place where our Sz- 
uviour dyed vponthe Crofle for our Redemption, as alſo by other ſufficient te{timonie.That in the foreſaid molt ſacred and holy Place, 
that ever renowned and famous Saint HELEN , out of her extraordinary zcale and deuotion ynto our bleſſed Sauiour , built a moſt 
rich and lumptuous Monaſterie and Temple , Fe which (not without great iniurie and diſhonour to Chriſtian Religion) the Turkes 
would haue made a Meſquit of AMahomet, for which cauſc the Religious of the forcſaid Monaſteric were forced to promile the pay- 
m2 of three thouland croiwnes yecrely to the great Turke , that onely they might haue libertic to celebrate diuine Seruice in that 
facred place, where the precious bloud of Chritt was ſhe{, the Turkes hauing deprived them of the Rents thereunto appertayning, 
and which heretofore they did poſſeſſe, wherfore bcingperfwaded that al Chriltian Kings and Princes which belecuethar CumrsT 
I:svs dycd inthe aforetaid place, to be bound in charitic to ſuccour with their gifts and almes the foreſaid Religious men there re. 
tiding , clp-ciaily in regard they are ingaged to pay fixe thouſand crownes to free from death thirtecne 'of the pid Religious men, 
which were condemn*d to death vnuultly, and inthe defence ot the holy Faith of Itsvs Cunisr, by thoſe barbarovs Infidels, 
as is manifelt by cuident teſtimonie , who not hauing wherewithto pay downe the ſaid ſixe thouſand crownes, were confirayred to 
vndertake the payment of fifteeve inthe hundred yeerely for intereſt , vntill the principall money bee paid, to which end the Kingof 
Spine hath already ſent his Royall almes, Therefore the ſaid Religious Phil/orheos hath mott humbly belought Vs,that of Our Princes 
ly fauour, and bounty in a matter of ſo great a conſequence, We would be pleaſed forthe better maintenance of the ſaid Temple,and 
preſeruing the ſame from the batbarous Infidels, and for the redemption ot the ſaid thirteene Religious men, to afford them ſuch re- 
licte as to others hath beene granted by way of a Colle&tion of the charitie of wel diſpoſed perſons aſwell within Our Citic of Lon» 
don as in certayne Counties in this Our Realme, vnto whole requeſt (Wee being moued with a Princely and pious commileration to. 
wards the poore Chriſtians in that place refiding,and for the preteruation of thole ancient monuments which yet remayne inthe place 
of our Re:lemption, frem the hands of Infide!s, hauc though fit to condeſcend vnto as a matter well beſceming Vs,bcing determined 
to contribute Our Princely almes to the ſame end and purpoſe Our ſelte: Not doubting but that all good Chritttans vyponthe due con. 
fderation of the premiſſes, will be ready and willing, and the rather for Our commcudation he:cot, and Our owne example hereingeo 
extend theirliberall contributions rowards the turtherance of ſo good a worke, 

Know yce therefore, Thatof Our eſpeciall Grace.and Princely compaſſion, Wee haue giuen and granced , and by tlieſe Our Ler- 
ters Patents doe giue and grant vnto the ſaid Religious Phrlorheos, on rhe behalfe of the forefaid Coucnt and to his Deputie and De- 
putics the Bearcr or Bearers hereof , full power , licence and authoritic, to aske, gather, receiue and take the almes and charitable 
beneuolence of all Our louing SubieAs whatſocuer, inhabiting withinour Countics of Wilts, Leceſter and Buckingham, with 
our Cities of Salisburie, and in all other Cities, Townes Corporate, Priuiledged places , Pariſhes, Villages, and in all other places 
whatſocuer, within our ſaid Counties and not eliewhere, for and towards the payments aboue mentioned, and the relicte and maine 
cenance of the forcſaid place, and the poore Chriſt.ans therein reſiding. 

Wherefore, Wee will and command you andcuery of you, that at ſuchtime and times as the ſaid Religious Phil/otheos or his De- 
putie or Deputies, the Bearer or Bearers hereof, ſhall come and repaire ynto any your Churches, Chappels, or other phces, to oske 
and receiue the gratuities and charitable 5eneuolence of Our ſaid Subies, quietly to permit and ſuffer them fo to doe,'withour any 
manner your lets or contradictions. And you the ſaid Parſons , Vicars, and Curates, for the better ſtirring vp of a charitable 
deliberately ro publiſh and declare the Tenor of theſe Our Letters Patents, ynto Our ſaid SubieRs in your Pariſh Church, in your 
Pulpits vpon the next Sabbath Gay after your receipt thereof, and that no other Collefion bee made on the ſame day for any 0- 
ther perſon, exhorting and perſwading them to extend their liberall contributions in ſo pious and Religious a worke, And youthe 
Ciurch-wardens of euery Pariſh where ſuch ColleRions are to be made as aforeſaid , carefully to colle& and gather from Seate to 
Seate, the almesand charitable beneuolence of all Our loving Subic&s aſwel Strangers as others,and ſuch as are abſent from Church 
torepaire to their houſes for their bencuolence, And what (hall be by you ſo gathered to be by the Miniſter and your ſelves, firlt ſer 

downe in words at length and not in Figures in a white paper booke, which ſhall be tendered ynto you by the ſaid Religious Ph. 
{o*heos or his Deputie or Deputies, the Bearer or Bearers hereof, being ſubſcribed with the hand of the ſaid Reverend Father in God 
the Lord Biſhop of London, and afterwards to endorſe the ſame vpon the back-ſide of theſe Our Letters Patents, or the Copie or 
Briefe thereof, and the ſumme and ſammes of money ſo gathered and endorſed, ro deliucr to the ſaid Religious Phi/orheos or his De. 
putie or Deputies, the Bearer or Bearers of theſe our Letters Pattents, and tono other Perſon when as thereunto you ſhall be requi. 
red: Any Statute, Law, Ordinance, or Prouifion heretofore made to the contrarie in any wiſe notwithſtanding. 

In witneffe whereof Wee haue cauſed theſe Our Letters to bee made Patents for the ſpace of one whole yeare next after the date 

hereof to endure, Witneſſe Our Selfe at Weſtminſter the thirteenth day of Oober, in the nineteenth yeare of Our raigne of Eng. 
land , France, and Ireland, and of Scotland the five and fifticth,
